Suspect in fatal crash 
accused of evading 
police DUI check

AUSTIN, Texas A 21-year-old man from Killeen, 
Texas, is being held in connection with the 
deaths of two people at the South by South- 
west festival, authorities said Thursday 

Rashad Charjuan Owens was taken into 
custody Thursday morning and will face two 
counts of capital murder and 23 counts of ag- 
gravated assault, according to a spokeswoman 
for the Austin Police Department. 

The suspect was first identified by the 
American-Statesman newspaper in Austin. 

The two people killed were a Texas woman 
who was riding on a moped and a Dutch man 
who was riding a bicycle, Austin Police Chief 
Art Acevedo told a news conference. 


“This is an individual that showed no regard 
for the human beings that he plowed into in his 
attempt to get away” Acevedo said of Owens, 
whose name was at that point not released. 

Acevedo said police had taken blood sam- 
ples from the man and have video of the inci- 
dent from a police dashboard camera. 

Owens was asked to pull over at a sobriety 
check point and instead allegedly sped away 
from a police car. He smashed through a police 


barricade and then plowed down people, some 
of them lined up outside a nightclub, over a 
span of two blocks. 

Witnesses said victims were flying in the air 
after being struck. 

Owens then tried to flee on foot but was 
subdued by an officer with the stun gun. 

Emergency medical teams, on standby for 
the festival, responded quickly and the most 
severely injured victims were transported to 


nearby hospitals, officials said. 

‘All of our critical patients were off the 
scene within 15 minutes of the time we re- 
ceived the first call,” James Shamard, chief of 
staff for Travis County EMS, told the news 
conference. 

Five of the victims were initially in critical 
condition and two remained in that condi- 
tion after suffering head injuries, medical of- 
ficials said. Five other victims were initially 
listed as being in serious condition. 

The suspect had minor injuries and was 
treated at the same hospital as many of the 
victims. He was then taken into police cus- 
tody, hospital office.

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Leading roles don’t grow on 
trees. If they did, Aaron Paul’s 
first big-screen starring perfor- 
mance would inspire someone 
to chop down that tree, throw 
it in the ocean and set the 
ocean on fire. 

From the little I’ve seen of 
“Breaking Bad”— I know, I 
know— Paul isn’t just intense 
in his Emmy-winning role as 
Jesse Pinkman. He has an un- 
predictable edge. In “Need for 
Speed,” the actor’s constipated 
intensity lives on the surface, 
charisma- free; it’s uncomfort- 
able to watch. When he’s sup- 
posed to be angry/sad, I almost 
laughed. When he’s supposed 
to be charming, it looked like 
his character was about to go 
on an insane killing spree. 
Good thing you don’t see 
movies about cars driving fast for the acting, right? 

Yes, the overlong “Need for Speed” has some pretty 
bitchin’ chases and shots of expensive vehicles flipping 
over. And more expensive vehicles flipping over. And 
then more of that. The wildly illogical premise finds 
Tobey (Paul) getting out of prison and driving across 
the country with English car expert Julia (Imogen 
Poots of “That Awkward Moment”) to enter an ultra- 
exclusive, ultra-illegal street race. Tobey wants revenge 
on the rival (Dominic Cooper) who led to Tobe/s 
incarceration. The duo’s previous incident suggests 
police haven’t heard of forensic evidence and random- 
ly believe one person over another in cases of hearsay, 
but whatever. This time it’s personal! Seriously in the 
climactic race, the organizer (Michael Keaton), who is 
said to be mysterious but is easily reachable via Skype, 
actually says, “This ain’t just about racing.” 

Based on a video game and directed by Scott Waugh 
(the offensively artificial ‘Act of Valor”), “Need for 
Speed” probably will scratch the itch of “Fast and 
Furious” junkies who just want to see impressive cars 
zooming down streets and dangling over cliffs. Scott 
Mescudi (better known as Kid Cudi) delivers effective 
comic relief, and the movie would be stupid even with 
another star in place of Paul. 

However, for those whose post-movie conversa- 
tions involve more than just, “Did you see the engine/ 
torque/etc. on that baby?” “Need for Speed” is an 
often-cartoonish goof whose emotional finale hinges 
on a twist that isn’t even part of the hero’s original 
plan. Here’s hoping the film’s title doesn’t prohibit a 
feature-length version of the Jessie Spano-addicted-to- 
caffeine-pills episode of “Saved by the Bell.”

Back it up, 
Aaron Paul

For his first big-screen starring role, Aaron 
Paul-better known as meth dealer Jesse 
Pinkman on “Breaking Bad”-did not flip a car 
or drive one off of a cliff. 

Ultra-dangerous stuff like that was left to 
the stunt crew. 

But in “Need for Speed,” opening Friday, 
that really is Paul in the car dangling from a 
helicopter. And driving as people fuel up the 
car while it’s in motion. And switching seats 
with his passenger (Imogen Poots) while the 
car is moving. And catching her as she jumps 
from a second-floor window. That fearless 


attitude, according to director and former 
stunt man Scott Waugh, made the film’s stunt 
coordinator say, “Well, if his acting career 
doesn’t work out for him, he can always be a 
stunt man.” 

In the film, Tobey (Paul) drives across the 
country very, very quickly to enter a super- 
exclusive illegal street race and get revenge 
on the rival (Dominic Cooper) who’s respon- 
sible for the innocent Tobey serving jail time. 
Paul says he still doesn’t feel like a leading 
man, but it didn’t stop the role from bringing 
the 34-year-old actor and his director to the 
Langham Hotel.

A moment when he was 
scared:

During the first season 
I was Jesse the entire season, which was just exhausting. Because you 
work on set, and with the show I was working almost every day, pretty 
much all day, and I’d go home and I’d start working on my stuff for that 
week and the next day, so you’re kind of in the character no matter 
what. But I started just unzipping the skin right when I’m done with 
work and then taking a good hour or two to myself and just kind of be- 
ing me.” 




“He straight-up is a badass. When 
we were looking to cast the guy for 
Tobey, I wanted to have that vibe 
of the next young Steve McQueen 
[‘Bullitt’]. I was looking for someone 
that had that edge, that charisma and 
that humble, likable factor, and when 
I saw Aaron’s tape-’cause I was one 
of the only aliens on Earth that hadn’t 
seen ‘Breaking Bad,’ and they were 
actually pitching me him for the bad 
guy. When I saw him I was like, ‘Oh my 
God, this kid’s fantastic. The obvious 
choice is the bad guy, but the cooler 
choice is the lead.’ 

“When I talked to Aaron and I 
said, ‘Hey, if you’re going to do this 
part, I’m doing no CG in this movie. 
Everything’s real. It means you have 
to drive. Can you drive? Do you have 
your license?’ He was totally game. ... 

He had so much wheel 
control and physical 
control, and it was fun 
because I could put 
the camera in a lot of 
places I would never 
probably put with 
any other actor.”

For Veronica, it’s yet another mystery in her 
hometown of Neptune, Calif., and another 
complicated situation for formerly exonerat- 
ed Logan Echolls (Jason Dohring). He swears 
that, just like he really didn’t off his other TV 
ex-girlfriend (Amanda Seyfried!), he didn’t 
kill his recent flame, a pop star he knew from 
high school. 

It’s great that the Internet has provided 
a way for fans to keep their favorite shows 
alive and, in this case, help creator/director/ 
co-writer Rob Thomas (not that one) turn the 
small-screen investigator into a movie title. At 




this point, it’s likely the only way the likable 
Bell (“When in Rome”) will headline a film. 

So hopefully the die-hards still enjoy the 
wave of snarky quips, which to some may 
be the peak of cleverness but to me are the 
equivalent of trying to snap with wet fingers. 
References to Yahtzee, Terrance and Phillip 
and MC Hammer, and telling your boyfriend 
he’s a “sexual Sharknado”? This sounds like a 
writer talking, not a charming, funny charac- 


ter who can make the jump from TV. 

“Veronica Mars” features a hilarious cameo 
I won’t spoil because it’s the movie’s liveli- 
est scene. Otherwise it feels like Thomas 
stretching to include all the original charac- 
ters and settling for a middling mystery less 
mind-tickling than “Non-Stop.” That movie, 
at least, goes from kind of fun to really bad. 
“Veronica Mars” is so average it may as well 
never have existed at all.

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Second City transplants 
love their new Texas home 


Austin living, 
via Chicago 


By Ernest Wilkins i redeye 
Newark, L.A., maybe even Seattle. 
These are the usual suspects for Chica- 
goans looking for a new home. But one 
of the sleeper picks slowly becoming a 
haven for former Second City residents 
might come as a surprise: Austin, Texas. 

Population data from the U.S. Census 
Bureau show that more than 1,500 Cook 
County residents migrated to the three 
counties that make up the greater Austin 
area between 2007 and 2011. That may 
not seem huge until you compare it with 
big-name burgs like San Francisco (987) 
and Brooklyn (250). Each had smaller 
numbers of ex-Chicago-area residents 
relocating to those cities over the same 
period. 

Why Austin? For some like Leo 
Resig, former West Loop resident and 
co-founder of pop-culture website The 
Chive, the siren call was of a financial 
nature. 

‘Austin is a pro-business town,” said 
Resig, 34, who moved to Austin last year. 
“The support they offered, in addition 
to there being no income tax, made it 
a no-brainer for us {when planning to 
relocate}.” 

Joe Michaels, the current brewmaster 
at Resignation Brewery (a beer company 
created as an extension of Chive parent

company Resignation Media) and former 
Lakeview resident, agrees. He added that 
the city goes out of its way to support 
new businesses with incentives and op- 
portunities for cheaper land. 

Not all folks flee to Austin for the tax 
write-off. Former Logan Square resident 
Andy Keil, founder of music startup FU 
Weekend, was attracted by the chance to 
start anew 

“Having so many good friends in the 
city, I stopped challenging myself and got 


complacent,” Keil, 24, said. “I got stuck 
in a rut knowing all the same people and 
realized I needed to get out of my com- 
fort zone so I made the move.” 

The annual South by Southwest music, 
film and interactive festival also played 
a role. Keil says he visited SXSW three 
times and fell so deeply in love with the 
town’s vibe that in 2012 he decided to 
stay. 

Resig also notes: ‘Austin is a bigger mu- 
sic town than Chicago. You get all these 
festivals {Austin also hosts the FunFun- 
Fun Fest and Austin City Limits music 
festivals and is known as the Live Music 
Capital of the World}. Big bands, small 
bands. We get it all.” 

Why Austin, though? Michaels 
thinks it’s all about the feeling of 
camaraderie. “I think people from 
Chicago move here because the 
city has a similar personality 
People are friendly and way less 
difficult to meet,” said Michaels, 30, 
who moved to Austin in 2013. “You 
get embraced here. Also, the cost of 
living is going up, but it’s still not as crazy 
as Chicago yet.” 

While all three guys have fond memo- 
ries of Chicago, make no mistake: None 
of them misses the weather for a second.
